Mr Pearce told the firm that 
the necessary bonus to bring them here 
lias about been secured and that there 
was no doubt but that the remainder

be 
secured, 
"rancis Brothers seemed gratified at 
the result of that Association’s work 
and 
accep ted the terms offered by 
the association. 
They will come here 
Tuesday at 2 : 30 to sign the contract 
binding them to locate their factory 
in Rushville and to p ost their [forfeit 
to carry out their p art of the contract. 
They told Mr. Pearce that they had 
net ordered three carloads of iron 
castings which they would have1 {de­ 
livered to Rushville instead of Cincin­ 
nati. 
Contractors are now figuring 
on the factory buildings and it is un­ 
derstood that the contract will be let 
scon. 
The Imp rovement Association 
will close the deal for the factory site 
as soon as the contract with Francis 
Brothers is signed. 
The firm desires 
to begin breaking*ground for the fac­ 
tory buildings just as‘soon as p ossible.

Houston, Missouri, Oct. 15.—Barney 
Parson, a farmer, his wife and three 
children were murdered Friday near 
Licking. Mo. 
A farmer named Ham 
ilton has been arrested charged with 
the murder, and is said to have con 
feased. 
Parsons had sold his farm and crop s 
to Hamilton, and it is alleged that tho 
men quarreled over the terms of the 
sale. Parsons and family set out from 
their former home in a covered wag 
on, bound for northern Missouri. The 
body of Parsons was found shot to 
death and the mother and three chil 
dren had been clubbed to death. Jona 
Hamilton, the alleged murderer, is in 
the Houston jail, strongly guarded to 
p revent lynching. 
He is said to have 
made a comp lete confession, of which 
the following is a summary; 
“At 
timber bordered p lace in the road as 
Parsons and his family were driving 
along they were confronted by Ham­ 
ilton. armed with a shotgun. 
Delib­ 
erately aiming at Parsons, Hamilton 
discharge! both barrels of the gun 
and Parsons fell to the ground. Ham­ 
ilton then advanced up on him and 
clubbed him over the head with the 
butt of the gun several times. 
He 
then beat the head of the mother al 
most to a p ulp , and after killing her 
clubbed the three children to death. 
The bodies of ail five were then load 
ed into a wagon and taken to Big 
Plney creek, about one mile distant 
from the scene of the murder, and 
dump ed into the creek. 
The body of 
one of the children has not yet been 
found.” 
A p arty of fishermen from Houston 
discovered the liodios of two of the 
children Saturday about noon 
A fur­ 
ther search brought to light the bod­ 
ies of both p arents, and word was 
sent to Houston. 
Shortly after the 
news had been received there Ham­ 
ilton rode into town on a mule that 
was recognized as one that belonged 
to Parsons. 
He was arrested and 
locked up in jail. Parsons, who came 
to Texas county two years ago from 
the northern p art of Missouri, w’as a 
quiet. Industrious farmer and never 
had trouble of any sort. Hamilton has 
also been favorably known over the 
entire county. 
The murdered children were aged 
eleven, four and one year 
The baby’s 
body was found in the creek yester­ 
day. 
Twenty dep uty sheriffs guarded 
the p risoner in the county jail, but 
the 
lynching 
threats 
grew 
more 
alarming, p op ular wrath being inten­ 
sified by confirmation of the rep ort 
that Hamilton had made a full con­ 
fession. and the sheriff sp irited the 
p risoner away to a safe p lace in th© 
Ozark mountains. 
Hamilton is only 
twenty years old.

The Indiana Corn Growers’ Associa­ 
tion at its last annual meeting, named 
Thursday, October 25, as Seed Corn 
Harvest Dav. 
The reason for 
this 
action is that mnch loss comes through 
corn allowed to stand in the field and 
which is subjected to the hard freeze« 
of November 
and 
December. 
The 
Corn Growers 
Association 
believes 
that if every ear of corn intended for 
next year’s seed could be harvested by 
October 25th, and p rop erly 
stored, 
millions of bushels would be added to 
the crop of Indiana. 
Farmers are 
urged to go into their best fields and 
select the beet ears from strong vigor­ 
ous stalks. 
Hang this 
corn where 
each ear will be subjected to a free 
circulation of p ure air and where it 
will be p rotected during the winter. 
Two or three times the amount of seed 
actually required for 
p lanting next 
sp ring should be selectedMn^order that 
a more rigid selection may be made 
before p lanting time. 
This work can­ 
not be urged too strongly and farmers 
should not fail to act on this warning. 
The farmers of Indiana should have a 
definite time for this work, and should 
arrange to do the work at trial time.

Arms Being Furnished Revolutionists 


From Berlin. 
Warsaw. Russian Poland, Oct 15.— 
A consignment of several thousand re­ 
volvers purchased by the Russian gov­ 
ernment in Berlin, recently fell into 
the hands of the Polish revolutionists. 
Shortly after the arrival of the car 
containing the pistols at the Warsaw 
freight y ards an artillery officer ahd 
a sqii„d of soldiers appeared, present­ 
ed the bills of lading and an authoriza­ 
tion to receive the weapons, which 
were loaded upon a wagon and car­ 
ried away . 
It later developed that 
the soldiers were disguised revolu­ 
tionists and the documents forged. 
Investigation shows that since last 
December the revolutionists have been 
accumulating large stocks of rifles and 
revolvers in Poland, the greater part j 
of these, according to a member of I 
the party , being purchased m BeTlin. 
whece their agents, well supplied with 
money from the proceeds of recent 
robberies and forced contributions, are 
able to pay cash for weapons of the 
latest pattern. 
The consignments, it 
is said, 
have several * times 
been 
shipped by railroad in bond to War­ 
saw. the buy ers arranging by bribing 
railroad employ es, to have the car 
side-tracked at some convenient place 
on the Russian side of the frontier, 
where it Is opened and the contents 
carried away . 
They are also smug­ 
gled In large numbers over the reg­ 
ular overland routes for revolutionary 
literature, most of these leading from 
Cracow in Austrian Poland, where 
the Poles have greater liberty than 
in German Poland. 
ARhough the ^ 
frontier is closely guarded, smuggling j 
offers little difficulty , owing to con­ 
nivance of the soldiers, and profes­ 
sional smugglers have regular rates. 
$1.50 per pound for tllegal pamphlets 
and books. Fbr arms the rate is some­ 
what higher. As a rule the smugglers 
work in groups of three or four. 
Ar­ 
riving at tho frontier one o I the party 
approaches the guard, makes terms 
with him. the regular price for a free 
passage about $5, pay ing half in ad­ 
vance and taking possession of the 
soldier’s rifle until the other mem­ 
bers have crossed the frontier. 
In 
spite of the efforts of the police, few 
of the revolutionary arsenals have y et 
been discovered.
